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Relay for Life triples in participants, 
nearly doubles in funds raised

Salisbury University hosted their fourth annual Relay 
for Life Friday and Saturday. Over 700 students on 80 
teams opened the event already having raised over 
$50,000 to benefit the American Cancer Society. 

Relay for Life is an all night event where teams of par- 
ticipants walk for 12 hours around a track and raise 
money to support research and advocacy for the ACS. 
The event includes food, entertainment, theme laps, 
fundraisers and games. 

Relay for Life at Salisbury University debuted in 2002 
raising $23,000. In 2003 the event raised $35,000, 
which made Salisbury University the highest money 
raiser per capita among colleges and universities in the 
country. In 2004 SU earned the Outstanding College 
Relay and Highest Money Percentage Increase awards. 

This year’s event was the biggest yet at SU, tripling the 
number of registered teams and almost doubling the 
amount of money raised, bringing the total to close to 
$90,000. 

“It is great to know that so many Salisbury students, 
faculty, staff, families, community members and 
Survivors have had the opportunity to get together at 
one event and make such an impact. Our school is so 
small in comparison to other schools yet we made such 
a huge impact with Relay!” said Senior Michelle 
Perzinski. 

To kickoff the night, cancer survivors were invited to 
attend a survivors reception and then were honored in 
the ceremonial first lap. The tribute reminded everyone

Top fundraising teams included ACE (Active 
Children’s Education) who raised $5982, Kappa Delta 
Pi who raised $4135 and Get Lucky Cure Cancer with 
$3835. 

The top fundraising individual was Tyler Patton who 
alone raised $2030. 

The 2005 Salisbury University Relay for Life was a 
success in both raising money for the ACS and in bring-

Salisbury University’s Institute for Public Affairs and 
Civic Engagement is currently seeking survey clients for 
their continuing survey research project program. 

“We typically do one or two [surveys] per semester 
consisting of about 500 interviews,” said Harry 
Basehart, political science professor and co-founder of 
PACE. 

The survey project program has been a part of PACE 
since the organization's beginning 6 years ago. 

“Class surveys were projects I'd been doing for about 
15 years,” Basehart said. “When Fran Kane and I made 
the proposal for PACE, a survey research program was 
something we thought was imperative.” 

The surveys cover a variety of topics and are usually 
employed by county agencies to obtain information that 
can be used in many different ways. 

“I think that the information obtained in our surveys 
will be very useful, especially for the specific organiza- 
tion requesting the survey,” said Sandra Stoner, an SU 
student who does survey interviews for PACE. “The sur- 
vey will also help the respondents themselves, since most 
of the organizations are going to use the data to improve 
the situation that the respondents replied negatively to.” 

Previous clients include the Worcester County 
Democratic Central Committee, Perdue Farms and the 
Lower Shore Workforce Alliance. Previous topics range 
from family needs assessments to customer satisfaction. 

“Our original goal was to try to do more professional

survey research program 


election year poll surveys, that isn’t actually what we've 
been doing,” Basehart said. “We'd enjoy doing more 
political surveys as well.” 

The survey research is done using the Computer 
Assisted Telephone Interviewing (CATI) equipment and 
usually employs SU students as interviewers. 

“We're on the small side,” Basehart said. “We can't 
interview 500 people in three days like large surveying 
firms can.” 

He said the surveys tend to be very long, consisting of 
12-minute phone interviews and 40 questions that are 
fairly in depth. 

“Most people we call are friendly about it,” said Stoner. 
“There are always those few who hang up before we have 
a chance to even ask about it.” 

The sample used is a listed sample that can be pur- 
chased from sampling organizations. The samples are 
based on published telephone numbers, which are ran- 
domly selected. Basehart said PACE plans to do a survey 
using random digit dialing this year. 

“It’s good because you get unlisted numbers but it’s 
also tough because you get businesses or government 
agencies or non-working numbers,” he said.

Environmentalist author to lecture at SU

Environmental activist, highly 
published author, outdoor enthusi- 
ast, scholar-in-residence and Sunday 
school teacher, William McKibben 
is known as many things in many 
circles and on Wednesday the SU 
community will be able to experi- 
ence his dynamic character first 
hand. 

McKibben’s lecture is part of 
Salisbury University’s semester-long 
theme of environmentally-geared 
programs and events. 

Hailing from what is known as the 
Adirondacks region of upstate New 
York and Vermont, it seems almost 
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natural that McKibben would be 
inclined to address matters concern- 
ing environmental preservation. 

Known for its breathtakingly beau- 
tiful landscapes, the Adirondacks 
have provided McKibben with plen- 
ty of inspiration for his writing, His 
tenth book, entitled “Wandering 
Home: A Long Walk Across 
America’s Most Hopeful Region, 
Vermont's Champlain Valley and 
New York’s Adirondacks” is sched- 
uled for print this month. 

An active member of the 
Methodist Church, some of 
McKibben’s writings draw upon reli- 
gious theories, while other works 
deal with strictly secular arguments.

McKibben says “he overcame a cri- 
sis in religious belief ‘to a greater or 
lesser degree by locating God in 
nature,” 

Concerned about environmental 
issues, he has authored several books 
on pollution and its affect on the 
world, particularly the ozone layer. 

McKibben is currently working on 
a book discussing economic theo- 
ries, 

Jocelyn Anderson, a Salisbury sen- 
ior and Environmental Students 
Association ‘member, hopes that 
McKibben’s upcoming lecture will 
spark an interest among the SU stu- 
dents and make them more environ- 
mentally-conscious. 
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“This is definitely something the 
students should be hearing,” says 
Anderson. “I think there’s a lack of 
interest in environmental stuff on 
campus.” 

In addition to his work being 
printed in many publications 
throughout America, and having 
written ten books, McKibben is also 
a scholar-in-residence at Middlebury 
College in Middlebury, Vermont.
